STRIKE SAID TO BE WEAKENING 


Philadelphia, 
Sept. 
22.—All is 


quiet iu the strike legion. 
The out- 


break at Shenandoah late yesterday 
afternoon, followed by the sending 
of nearly 3,000 troops there, put an 
effectual stop to noting and the peace 
and stillness of Sunday prevails in 
the entire anthracite field. 


How long this condition will last 


is a problem. 
The presence of sol- 


diers in the field has undoubtedly 
had a sobering effect on the turbu- 
lent spirits of those strikers who be- 
lieve in violence as a means of ac- 
complishing their purpose. 
In ad- 


dition to 
the troops in 
the field, 


thousands more in and around Scran- 
ton, 
Wilkesbarre and Philadelphia, 


stand ready to start for the scene of 
trouble the instant orders 'are re* 
ceived. 


There are signs of wavering in the 


strikers* ranks, and especially in the 
Scranton region, and it is believed 
that unless there is an early settle- 
ment of the strike the men will be- 
gin returning to work. 
* 


QUIET AT SHENANDOAH. 


Shenandoah, Pa., Sept. 22.—All is 


quiet here. No violence of any mo- 
ment has occurred since the rioting 
of yesterday afternoon which result- 
ed in the killing of two persons in 
the streets of this place 
and the 


serious injury of a score of others. 


Troops began arriving soon after 


daylight and upward oiE 2,500 sol- 
diers are here ready for any emer- 
gency. 


Saloons are all closed and martial 


law prevails. The collieries are idle 
also, they having been closed by the 
Reading company at the request of 
Sheriff Toole in 
order 
to 
avert 


trouble. 


So far as business is concerned the 


town is as still as on Sunday, The 
saloons are all closed in pursuance of 
an order issued by the chief burgess 
in obedience to a resolution passed 
by the town council last night. 


The militia is the center of attrac- 


tion. Crowds congregate around the 
soldiers on the streets 
and 
show 


great interest in the movements of 
the several commands. 


No outbreak is feared and the law- 


abiding citizens breathe more easily. 


An autopsy was held here this aft- 


ernoon upon 
the 
body 
of John 


Chointski, the Polander 
who was 


killed during the riot yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 
The corpse was found by 


the coroner in a shanty in aii un- 
sightly alley. 


It was learned that the man left 


a widow and several children in Po- 
land. He had been here but a short 
time. 
There were two bullet holes 


in his head. 


The inquest will be held Tuesday. 


Dr. Stein, 
who attended the men 


wounded in the riot, says that none 
of them will die. 


The Twelfth regiment, 
national 


guard of Pennsylvania, arrived here 
at noon over the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road, and with their band playing 
martial 
airs, 
proceeded to their 


camping ground on the south side of 
the town. 


Battery C came here from Phoenix- 


ville shortly before 1 o'clock and im 
mediately went into camp. 


The English speaking mine work- 


ers are holding 'a meeting behind 
closed doors and 'are discussing the 
question of returning to work on 
Monday. 


Nothing concerning their delibera- 


tions can as yet be learned, but some 
of the miners coming from the con- 
ference state that a majority of the 
men are in favor of going back. 


Sheriff Toole this afternoon de- 


clared his intention of returning to 
Pottsville tonight. 
He s&id he 


thoughl it unlikely that any out- 
break would occur at least before 
Monday, when the resumption of the 
Reading company's collieries might 
result in violence. 


SHERIFF SUMMONED. 


Sheriff Toole and Deputies O'Don- 


posse whom the sheriff had sum- 
moned on the ground went to the 
Indian Ridge colliery of the Reading 
company to escort the workingmen to 
their homes. 
The colliery is located 


a short distance east of Shenandoah. 
The workmen left for home shortly 
after 4 o'clock. 
They walked up the 


middle of East Center street and 
reached the Lehigh Valley railroad 
station. 
Here 
had 
gathered 
a 


large crowd of Poles, Slavs and Hun- 
garians, men, women and children, 
who lined both sides of the street. 


FIEE WITH AWFUL EFFECT. 
A shot rang out from a saloon. This 


was followed by a shower of stones. 
Many of the crowd had picked up 
sticks and stones and were acting in 
a threatening manner. 
Seeing this, 


the sheriff, who had previously cau- 
tioned the men to keep cool and not 
to use their firearms, commanded 
them to fire. The order was obeyed, 
with terrible results. 
The crowd 


pursued the sheriff and his posse to 
the Ferguson house, where they took 
refuge. 
SherifE Toole shortly after- 


ward telephoned to Hanisburg and 
asked that a detachment of troops be 
sent here. 
It was learned that Ad- 


jutant General Stewart was in Phila- 
delphia, and a telegram was sent to 
him there.

The opeators here, in reply to the 


open letter of President Mitchell, of 
the United Mine Workers, make this 
statement: 


."Mr. Mitchell's demands simply

morning. About 170 of the striking 
mine workers employed in the West 
End Coal company's colliery at Mo- 
canaqua, who went out ^yesterday, re- 
turned to work this morning.

the other mines are idle.

big mines, the news comes this morn- 
ing that many of the men are dissat- 
isfied with the present status of the 
strike and have announced their in- 
tention to go back to work on Mon- 
day.

Mayor Scherer Calls a Mass Meeting to be Held

Washington, Sept. 22.—The state 


department has decided to defer un- 
til tomorrow morning the publica- 
tion of the answers it 'has returned 
to the various powers relative to the 
Chiuese situation. 


This is done from a desire to carry 


out the traditional practice of the 
department, which allows forty-eight 
hours to elapse after the delivery of 
a'note before making it public in our 
own country, even though publica- 
tion may have been made abroad be- 
fore that time. 


There is reason {o change the esti- 


mate of the note formed yesterday, 
to the effect that it amounts to a 
declination of the German proposi- 
tion and provides for the reduction 
of the United States military contin- 
gent in China to a strong legation 
guard, just sufficient to ensure the 
safety of the legation in the event of 
a recurrence of rioting in Pekin, or 
the safe withdrawal of the minister 
to Tien Tsin or some other convenient 
port. 


It is not intended that the military 


force sihall be employed in further 
offensive operations. 


The order for the reduction of the 


military force under General Chaf- 
fee has not yet been issued, but it is 
admitted at the war department that 
it may go forward at any moment. 


Secretary Root already has stated 


that preliminary orders were sent to 
General Chatfee fully two weeks ago 
directing him just how to act in case 
he should receive orders to withdraw 
completely or partially from China, 
tod it is expected that he has per- 
fected his arrangements and selected 
the organizations which are to re- 
main. 


The considerable force of marines, 


numbering aj)out 1,000 in all, which 
have been operating under Chaffee's 
command, are to be taken from Taku 
to Cavite 
Some of the number will 


be left aboard the vessels of Admiral 
Remey's command, which sent part 
of their marine contingents to help 
out the first military expedition 
against Pekin and ihave not so far 
received them. 
The remainder will 


be afforded a period of rest and recre- 
ation at Cavi|e. 


The personnel of the commission 


which is to represent the United 
States in the final negotiations with 
the Chinese authorities has not yet 
been completed. 
Beyond the fact 


that Hr. Conger is to be one of the 
commissioners, it is a matter of con- 
jecture who will form the remainder 
of the commission. 


There is reason to believe that Seth 


Low, president of Columbia univer- 
sity, New York, either has been or 
will be requested to serve as com- 
missioner. 
The intimation is con- 


veyed, however, that the body will 
not be finally completed within the 
next week. 


Ex-Secretary John W* Foster, who 


has just returned to Washington 
from his summer home in New York, 
has been a oaller upon the president 
and it is believed he also has been 
in communication with Chinese au- 
thorities, facts which have led to the 
conclusion! that he is likely to be in 
some manner 
connected with the 


Chinese negotiations. 
The place 


where the oaegotiations are to be held 
has not been definitely settled upon. 
Li Hung Chang was by the terms of 
the edict appointing him an eiWoy 
directed to proceed,to Pekin, but it is 
noted here that the dispatch recording 
his arrival at Tien-Tsin yesterday 
stated th'at he had taken up hi» quar- 
ters with a numerous guard in that 
town under conditions that appeal i 
to warrant the belief that he expect- 
ed to stay there for some time, thus 
forecasting the conduct of negotia- 
tions at Tien-Tsin.

TAKING OF PEI-TAKG FORTS. 


Copyrighted, 1900, The Associated Press.] 
Taku, Sept. 20,—Four thousand 


Bussian, 3,000 thousand German and 
1,000 French troops, with a detach- 
ment of Austrian marines, began the 
attack upon the Pei-Tang forts at 
daylight. The attack was answered 
briskly from the forts, the bombard- 
ment continuing until noon, but HL 
was noticed that the forts did not 
reply at I o'clock. The allies sent 
forward a detachment to discover the 
reason of the cessation of the firing 
from the forts and found them de- 
serted, there being only four dead 
Chinamen within 
the walls. The 


allies were much chagrined, as they 
believed they had the place complete- 
y surrounded, making 
escape .im- 


possible, yet 4,000 men got away in 
broad daylight. 
The Russian artil- 


lery fire had proved effective and 
the forts were badly damaged. 


The British and American com- 


manders had decided to join in the 
attack, but their troops had not ar- 
rived in time. 


The entire line between Tien-Tsin 


and Taku shows reinforcements were 
leaving for the forts. Three mem- 
bers of the allied forces were killed 
and fifty wounded through the ex- 
plosion of mines laid along the line 
of march.

THE JIGGEB'S JOURNEY. 


the very small species of the flea, 


commonly known 
as 
the jigger, 


whose native home is tropical and 
subtropical America, set out in 1872 
to circumnavigate the world and has 
now half completed its journey. His 
arrival in India and Madagascar is 
almost simultaneously reported. On 
his conquering way he has badly 
frightened many barbarous tribes by 
his propensity to bore through the 
skin and find lodgment under it, and 
many villages and sometimes whole 
districts were abandoned by the na- 
tives during 
his 
journey 
across 


Africa. 


In September, 1872, a sailing ves- 


sel from Brazil dumped a quantity 
of snnd ballast on the beach at Am- 
briz, a little south of 
the Congo. 


This event has historic importance 
from the fact that the jigger crossed 
the ocean in this sand, and it is be- 
lieved to have been his first intro- 
duction to foreign territory. 


His rate of advance across Africa 


depended upon the means of trans- 
portation at hand, for the jigger will 
not hop when he may ride. It was 
thirteen years before he struck the 
caravan route to'Stanley Poolt and 
then he journeyed quickly and com- 
fortably with the porters 
in the 


freight service to that starting point 
of the upper Congo steamers, which 
carried him half way across Africa, 
Twenty years after his arrival in 
Africa the jigger appeared on the 
shores of Victoria Nyanza and six 
years later he was hopping along the 
sands of Zanzibar Island, 


The jigger was thus established in 


1898 at the busy mart where many 
vessels sail for the East Indies and 
Oceanica. It was predicted that he 
would soon invade India, and sure 
enough his 
arrival 
at 
Bombay, 


whither he had been 
brought by 


coolies returning from Africa, is now 
reported, 
Le Tour de Monde says 


he may be expected in French Indo- 
China at any time and that event- 
ually he will invade 
the whole of 


southern Asia, and letters from Nossi 
Be, in northwest Madagascar, report 
his advent there and on the adjoining 
islands, where he is flourishing and 
multiplying in the sandy soil. 


We may next expect to hear of 


this persevering and successful trav- 
eler among the Pacific islands, and 
all regions in or near the 
tropics 


seem destined to make his acquaint1 


ance.—New York Sun.

United States is less -than hnlf that 
of France and considerably bel=w the 
general average of Europe.

prisingly laige. 
In ."Franca every 


mnn, woman and child consumes on 
an average thirty-two gallons of 
alcoholic stimulants every year. Of 
this nineteen gallons are of wine, 
eleven of beer and two of spirits.

The statistics covering the expendi- 


ture 'of various nations for liquor of 
all forms are also significant As 
might be expected, the French are the 
most extravagant in this respect. 


ITars again the temperance of frlie 


United States appears favorably by 
comparison. 
Every one in France 


would have to spend absut $14 a yenir 
to pay the nation's liqu'or score. The 
next people in rcoint of extravagance 
are the jBmglish. 
The amount per 


inhabitant is $11, The average Ger- 
man spends only tabout $7 in "the 
year. 'Practically every other coun- 
try in Europe spends more in pro- 
portion to its population than the 
United States. Italy, Spain, Norway 
and Sweden -average nearly $10 ppr 
capita. The average expenditure for 
the American is a trifle over $5 a 
year, although the cost of liqiiors is 
here enhanced by taxation. 


BRITISH NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 


The officers of the British navy are 


caught young. They are required to 
pass through the Britannia, ft train- 
ing ship, at present anchored in the 
beautiful waters of the Dart, not far 
from Plymouth. At the age of four- 
teen they begin to learn the lesson 
of command, the sanctity of duty, 
ind the seriousness of life. By the 
time he is twenty-three a British 
lieutenant or sub-lieutenant has ac- 
quired that indefinable power 
and 


imhoi'ity over his men which is only 
too often absent in the officers of the 
sister service, where sergeants and 
corporals do the bulk of the work of a 
regiment. 
The manner in which a 


naval lieutenant drills his men, the 
nlacrity, cheeriness 
and vim with 


which his orders are obeyed, present 


T marked contrast to the scenes at 
Aldershot or in many bnrrack drill 
yards or exercise grounds on foreign 
stations. 


An English subaltern of the line 


can generally manage to get through 
his work, when not on special duty, 
in a couple of hours. In the navy an 
officer's duties extend the round of 
the clock, with short intervals, seven 
days in A week, except 
when 
on 


leave. The rule in the British army 
it that officer* are rewarded if they 


*'V'« 


do their duty. In the navy they are 
punished if they fail to do it.—Har- 
per's Weekly. 


STRATEGY OF INSECTS, 


An instance of ant sense that came 


under my notice several years ago 
was as follows; 


I had just killed a wasp and left 


the carcass on the ground waiting 
for my friends the ants to remove it. 


ong came one fellow, walked all 


round the wasp's body, making 
notes evidently of sise, quality of 
flesh, etc., 
and 
off 
he v;ent and 


brought up a small army of his 
brothers. Of these soire fell to and 
devoured the 
soft portions of the 


body which would not keep, while 
others began to dissect ready for 
storing- the harder portions which1 


would keep for winter consumption. 
The day was gusty and my attention 
was attracted in particular to one lit- 
tle chap who was trying to get to 
his ant hill with a wing he had sev- 
ered from 
the body. 
He would 


struggle along- two or three inches, 
when a sudden gust of wind would 
blow him and the wing back furlhei 
than he had advanced. He put up 
with this till he found it hopeless 
then carefully laying the wing down 
and piling the largest grains of sand 
he could lift on it so that the wind 
would not blow it away, returned to 
the body of the wasp and got three 
of ths ants who had been feeding 
while he worked and brought them 
back to where the wing was. at the 
same time evidently explaining to 
them ths diffculty of cairying such 
a bulky piece on a windy clay 


They all got on the side of the 


wing where the heavy strengthening 
rib is and began to roll the wing up 
just as one would roll a flag- around 
its staff When this roll was finished 
three cuts were ade through it by 
three pairs of ant mandibles, and tha 
four short, easily hauler! rolls of 
wasp wing was successfully carried 
to the ant hill by four industiious 
ants. 


A curious instance of the ability of 


an insect to sucessfully measure dis- 
tance was evidenced ones while I was 
traveling through northern Argen- 
tina. 


I first made the acquaintance of 


my fiiend on the back vernr.da of a 
little village tavern. I was lying in 
a hammock. 
About two feet from 


me was n 3x3-inch handrail of wood, 
supported by wooden 'balusters. As 
I lay there I noticed a fly alight on 
the top of the wood. V/hile I watch- 
ed him the fly apparently turned into 
a spider. But on closer inspection I 
saw that a spider jumped from some- 
where and alighted orf^bp of my fly. 
I thought this worth hatching and 
found that this was his method of 
procedure. A fly would alight on the 
top of the railing, thef spider would 
take in the distance nt a glance and 
would disappear clown flhe side of the 
rail, walk along toward the fly, but 
out of sight, until he reached the 
place on the side of the rail at right 
angles to the position occupied by 
the fly when he last saw it. Then 
he would walk nearly to the top of 
the rail and fasten his web, then 
walk down, paying out his web as he 
went till he was as far from the place 
where he had fastened his web as 
was the fly, then one vigorous leap, 
the web swinging him round in the 
arc of a circle, and he would alight 
on top of the fly. 


I have never seen one miss this 


sesmingly difficul ieapt except when 
the fly left his position before the 
spider had finished his.preliminaries.

"Among each niilion inhabitants 


we find in Great Britain and Ireland 
6 guilty of the crims of murder, iu 
Germany 
11, in Belgium

gary 67, in Spain 83, and in Italy 95, 
Now these figures are aproximateiy 
proportional to the more or less mer- 
ciful disposition of the people toward 
poor dumb creatures. 
Nowhere is 


cruelty Lo animals so frequent as in 
Spain and Italy. I willingly grant 
that this is not the only ground for 
the striking differences in the above 
figures, 
noticed 
when comparing 


those which refer to Latin, Teutonic 
and Slavonic races.

blood of the Latin race and something 
is due to this, but the practice ot 
cruelty toward the unfortunate ani- 
mals also accounts for a great deal.7'

The Way in Which Merchants 


Addressed the Public in For- 
mer Days. 


We are told in Mr. Bloch's great 


work on the "Future of War," that 
thee has been more progress in the 
making of firearms since 1871, i. e., 
since the close of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, than there was in tha pre- 
ceding two centuries. He says that 
representing the effectiveness of the 
rifle of 1871 by the figure 100, that 
of the latest French rifle is 433, that 
of the latest German one 474, and 
that of the latest American 1,000, 
while a new one is now coming to tiie 
front with an effectiveness or 1.337. 
He quotes Prof, Langlois as saying 
that with an equal number of dis- 
charges modem artillery is five times 
as destructive as that of 1870, but as 
modern field guns are capable of dis- 
charging from two to two and one- 
half times as many projectiles as tlie 
old ones, the power of artileery has 
multiplied, since 1870, twelve to fif- 
teen times. Now if all this is true, 
why did we not find corresponding 
heaps of dead and wounded in the 
Boer war in South Africa? The Eng- 
lish artillery was of the most modern 
type, or was supposed to be so until 
reports came through English chan- 
nels that that of the Boers was even 
superior. Yet neither of the combat- 
ants shows a larger percentage of 
loss than the French and Germans in 
the war of 1870. The reason must be 
that wliilo the rapidity of fire has in- 
creased the effectiveness of each mis- 
sile has d;cllned, or that men know 
better how to avoid the missels than 
they did in 1870. Thase results may 
be discouraging to the advocates of 
a strenuous life, but wa hope that 
the inventors of death dealing instru- 
ments will preserve. We are assured 
that submarine torpedo boats have 
nearly reached the acme of their ex- 
istence—i. e., ability to convert a 
whole battle whip into junk at one 
discharge without danger to the sub- 
maiine navigators. When this cli- 
max is reached, wa shall be very near 
the ideal of war on the water and 
may hope that the other ideal is 
within the compass of human inge- 
nuity.—New York Evening Post.

The modern piiuted advertisement 


is the successor of tho public crier 
who, before the invention of piint- 
ing, was wont to announce, for a sti- 
pend from the interested party or 
parties, the time, place, and condi- 
tions of sales. 
When a salesman 


was too pcor to employ the services 
of a crier he performed that office 
himself on his own behalf. 


With the invention cf printing 


came the poster, the hand-bill, and 
the newspaper advertisement. 
The 


first printed English newspaper,pub- 
lished in London in 1642, and called 
"Certain 
News of This Present 


Week/' contained no advertisements. 
These were, in fact, not "carried" in 
public piints until the publication, 
ten years later, of the "Mercurius 
Politicus," which journal in January, 
1652, gave notice of a poem, then 
lately written, 
celebrating Crom- 


well's return frcm Ireland, in the fol- 
lowing manner: 
"Irenodia Gratula- 


toria, an Heroick Poem; being a con- 
gratulatory panegyrick for my Lord 
General's late return, summing up 
his successes in an exquisite man- 
ner." 


The last adjective in this notice 


sounds rather queer in this age, ap- 
plied, as it is, to 'the' cslebration of 
some cf the most frightful outrages 
and massacres recorded in history. 
The advertisement ends with the an- 
nouncement that the valuable work 
n question was. 'To be sold by John 
Holden, in the ITew Exchange, Lon- 
don." 


The newspapers printed on fche Con- 


tinent of Europe almost a. century 
pievious contained advertisements* 
The oldest of these was found lately 
by a student in tho British museum 
ibrary. 
The publication in which 


t was found dated 1591, although 
the place of issue is not indicated. 
This oldest printed 
advertisement 


known is half in prose and half in 
veise, and, like that previously men- 
tioned, is a "puff" for a sixteenth 
century work of literature. 


Venders of all kinds of commodi- 


ties, however, soon came to perceive 
the value of the newspaper as an ad- 
vertising medium. In the year 1657 
a weekly newspaper was issued in 
England called the "Publick Adver- 
tiser," which consisted almost en- 
tirely of advertisements. Announce- 
ments of books w-tere s-till a promi- 
nent feature of this early day adver- 
tising. 
Among the curious adver- 


tisements to be found of this time 
are the announcements of the then 
newly-started tea and coffee empori- 
ums. 


These now common beverages were 


then a great novelty, and the won- 
ders and virtues of the "cophee" and 
"that excellent and by all physicians 
approved China drink called by the 
Cliineans teh-a, by others tay, alias 
tee" were set forth in the advertise- 
ments of the period at great length. 
The gieater part of the advertise- 
ments of the day, however, related to 
fairs and ccck fights, burglaries and 
highway robberies, the departure of 
coaches and stages, and what would 
now probably come under the head 
of "Lost, strayed or stolen." 


The number of runaway slaves ad- 


vertised formed a striking feature of 
American newspapers up to the very 
abolition cf slavery. 
The "persnnil 


notices" found in some papers of the 
present day were quite frequent in 
the papers of the last century. 
In 


that age the advertisement had be- 
come a medium for love-making, for- 
tune hunting, swindling, as, well as 
all the needs of a large community. 


In the initial issue of the first 


newspaper started in this country, 
the "Boston News Letter," is found a 
bid for advertising in the following 
rather crude form: 


"All persons who have any houses, 


lauds, tenements* farms, ships, ves- 
sels, goods, wares or merchandise, 
etc., to be sold or let, or servants run 
away, or goods stole or lost, may 
have the same inserted at the rea- 
sonable rate of twelve pence to five 
shillings, and nor to exceed." 


The first daily newspaper printed 


in this country, the "Independent 
Gazette," of New York, in its second 
year of publication (1788) contained 
as many as thirty-four advertise- 
ments in a single issue. 


At the present time the American 


newspapers are, psrhaps, the great- 
est advertising mediums in the 
ixrorld, although a marked advance 
has lately been made in foreign con- 
tinental periodicals*

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DR. TAIMAGFS SERMON. 


A SEBMON SHOWING THAT GOD REWARDS NATIONS FOR 


THEIR VIRTUES AND PUNISHES THEM FOR CRIMES. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.— Dr. 


Talmage in his journey westwaid 
through Europe, has recently visited 
scenes of thrilling historic events. 
He sends this sermon in which he 
shows that nations are judged in this 
world, an'd that God rewards them for 
their virtues and punishes them for 
their crimes. The text is Isaiah viii., 
20: "In the same day shall the I*ord 
•shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, by 
the King of Assyria." 


The Bible is the boldest took ever 


written. There are no simultudes in 
Ossian or the Iliad or the Odyssey so 
daring. 
Its 
imagery 
sometimes 


seems on the verge of the reckless, 
but only seems so. The fast is that 
God would startle and arouse and 
propel men and nations. A tame and 
limping similitude would fail to ac- 
complish the object While there are 
times when He employs in the Bi'ble 
the gentle dew and the morning 
cloud and the dove and the daybreak 
in the presentation of truth, we often 
find the iron chariot, the lightning, 
the earthquake, the spray, the sword 
and, in ray text, .the raw. 
This 


keen-bladed instnunepft has advanc- 
ed in usefulness 
the. ages. In 


Bible times and lands- the beard re- 
mained uncut save in the periods ot 
mourning and humiliation, but the 


unfortunate, say: <*I told you so—- 
getting 
punished — served 
him 


right." If those I-told-you-sos got 
their desert they would long ago 
have been pitchsd over the battle* 
meuts. The mote in their neighbor's 
eye, so small that it takes a micro- 
scope to find it, gives them more 
trouble than the beam which ob- 
scures their o\vn optics. 
With air 


sometimes supercilious and some- 
times pharisacial, and always blas- 
phemous, they take the razor of di- 
vine judgment and sharpen it on tha 


hone of their own hard hearts, and 
then go to wok on men sprawled out 
it full length under disaster, cutting 
mercilessly. They begin by soft ex- 
pressions of sympathy and pity and 
half praise, and lather the victim all 
over before they put on the sharp 
edge. 


THE WRONG ONE. 


Let us be careful how we shoot at 


otheis lest we take down the wrong 
one, remembering the 
servant 
of 


King William Rufus who shot at a 
deer, but the airow glanced against 
a tree and killed the king. 
Instead 


of going out with shafts to pierce, 
and razors to cut, we had better imi- 
tate the friend of Richard Coeur de 
Lion. 
Richard, in *he war of the 


Crusades, was captured and impris- 
oned, but none of his friends knew 


razor was always a suggestive sym-) where, so his 
loyal 
friend 
went 


around thp land from stronghold to 
bol. "David said of Doeg, his antago- 
nist: "Thy tongue is a sharp razor 
working de'ceitfully," that is, it pre- 
tends to clean the face, but is really 
used for deadly incision. 
In this 


striking text this weapon of the toilet 
•appeals under the following circum- 
stances: Judea needed to have some 
of its properties cut off, and God 
sends against it three Assyrian 
kings—first, Sennacherib, then Esar- 
haddon, and afterward Nebuchad- 
nezzar. 


SO MANY SWEEPS. 


These three sharp incisions tfhat cut 


down the glory of Judea, are com- 
pared to so many sweeps of the razor 
across the face of the land. And these 
devastations were called a hired ra- 
zor, (because God took the king of 
Assyria, with whom he had no sym- 
pathy, to do the work, and paid them 
in p'alaces and spoils and.- annexa- 
tions. These kings were hired to 
execute the divine behests. - And now 
the text, whi-ch on its first reading 
may have seemed trivial or inapt, is 
charged with .momentous 
"In the same day shall the Lord 
snave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria." 


Well, if God's judgments are raz- 


ors, we had better be careful how we 
use them on other people. In careful 
sheath these domestic weapons are 
put ajway, where no one by accident 
may touch them, 
bands of children 


and 
where the 


may not re'ach 


them. 
Such instruments must be 


carefully Handled or not handled at 
all. But how recklessly some people 
wield the judments of Go-d! If a man 
meets with business misfortune how 
many there are ready (to cry out: 
"That's a judgment of God upon him 
(because he was unscrupulous, or arro- 
gant, or overreaching, or miserly. I 
thought he 
would get cut 
"down! 


What a 'clean sweep of everything! 
His city house and country house 
gone. His sta/bles emptied of all the 
fine 'bays and sorrels and grays that 
used to prance to his- 'door. All his 
resources overthrown; &nd all that life 
prided himself on tumbled int6 demo- 
lition. 
Good for him!" Stop, my 


brother. Don't slirig around too free- 
ly the judgments of God, for they are 
razors. 


Some of the most wicked business 


men succeed, and they live an'd die in 
prosperity, and some of the most hon- 
est and -conscientious are driven into 
bankruptcy. Perhaps the unsuccess- 
ful man's manner was unfortunate, 
and he was not really as proud es he 
looked to be. Some of those who 
Carry their head erect and look im- 
perial are humble ds a child, while 
many a man in seedy coat and sloucfa 
ihat and unpacked shoes is as proud 
as Lucifer.

People say, "That will entirely de- 
pend on whether the inoculation is a 
successful experiment; that will de- 
pend entirely on quarantine regula- 
tions; that will depend on the early 
or late appearance of frost; that epi- 
demic is pitched into the world, and 
It goes blundering acio*- 
and it is all guess work 
palling1 pernaps." 


I think, perhaps, that 
God had 


something to do with it, and that 
His mercy may hav» in some way 
protected us; that He may have done 
as much for us as the quarantine and 
the health officers. It was right and 
a necessity that all caution should 
be used, but there has come enough 
macaroni from Italy, and 
enough 


grapes from the south of France, and 
enough rags from 
tatterdemalions, 


and hidden in these articles of trans 
portntion enough choleraic germs to 
have left by this time all the cities 
mourning in tha cemeteries, I thank 
all the doctors and quarantines, buf 
more than all, and first of all, and 
last of all, and all the time, I thank 
God. In all the 6,000 years of the

Ghost are in perpetual session in re- 
gard to this

Shall you, his child, rush 


in to criticise or arraign or condemn 
the divine government? 
No; the 


cabinet of the Eternal Three can gov- 
ern in the wisest and best way, and 
there never will be a mistake, and 
like razor skillfully swung, shall cut 
that which ought to be cut, and avoid 
that which ought to be avoided* Pre- 
cision to the very 
hairbreadth. 


Earthly time-pieces may get out of 
order, and strike wrong, saying it is 
1 o'clock when it is 2, or 2 when it 
is 3. 
God clock is always right* and 


when it is 1 it strikes 1, and when it 
is 12 it strikes 12, and the second 
hand is as accurate as the minute 
hand.

THOROUGHLY SHAVED. 


Never in the history of the ages 


was any land more thoroughly 
shaved than during thoss four years 
of civil combat, and, my brethren, if 
we do not quit some of our individual 
and national sins, the Lord will 
ng-ain take us in hand. 
He has oth- 


er razors within reach besides war; 
epidemics, droughts, deluges, plagues 
—grasshopper and locust—or our 
overtowering success may so far ex- 
cite the jealousy of other lands that, 
under some pretext, the great na- 
tions may combine to put us down. 
Our nation, so easily approached on 
north and soutji 
and from both 


oceans, might have on hand at once 
more hostilities than were ever ar- 
rayed against any one power. 


I hope no such combination against 


us will ever be formed, but I want 
to show that, as Assyria was the 
hired razor against Judea, and Cyrus 
the hired razor against Babylon, and 
the Huns the hired razor against the 
Goths, there are now many razors 
that the Lord could hire if, because 
of our national sins, He should un- 
dertake to shave us. 
In 1870 Ger- 


many was the razor with which the 
Lord shaved France, Japan was the 
razor with which He shaved China, 
and America the razor with which 
He shaved arrogant, oppressive and 
Bible-hating Spain. 
But 
nations 


are to repent in a day. May a 
speedy and word-wide coming to God 
hinder on both sides the sea all na- 
tional calamity. 
But do not let us, 


as a nation, either by unrighteous 
law at Washington 
or bad lives 


among ourselves defy the Almighty. 


ANOTHER MEANING. 


One would think that our national 


symbol of the eagle might some- 
times suggest another eagle—that 
which ancient Rome carried. 
In the 


talons of that eagle were clutched at 
ono time Britain, 
France, Spain, 


Italy, Dalmatia, Khaetia, Noricum, 
Pannonia, Moesia, Dacia, 
Thrace, 


Macedonia, Greece, Asia Minor, Sy- 
ria, Phoenicia, Palestine, Egypt, and 
all Northern Africa, an-d all the is- 


mands, and then He has to go clear 
off to someone else to get the instru- 
ment. This divine clemency will be 
no novelty to those who have pon- 
dered the Calvarean massacre, where 
God submerged himself in human 
tears and crimsoned himself 
fiom 


punctured arteries* and let the ter- 
restial and infernal worlds maul Him 
until the chandeliers of the sky had 
to be turned out, because the univeise 
could not endure the outrage. Illus- 
trious for love He must have been 
to take all that as our substitute, pay- 
ing out of His own heart the price 
of our admission at the 
gates of 


heaven. 


AS A REWARD. 


King Henry II. of England crown- 


ed his son as king, and on the day 
of coronation put on a servant's garb 
and waited, he, the king, at the son's 
table, to the astonishment of all the 
princes, 
But we know of a more 


wondrous scene—the King of heaven 
and eaith offering to put on you, His 
child, the crown of life and in the 
foim of a servant waiting on you 
with blessing. Extol that love, all 
painting, all sculpture, all music, all 
architectuie, all worship. In Dres- 
denian gallery let Raphael hold Him 
up as a child, and in Antweip cathe- 
dral let Rubens hand Him down from 
the cross as a martyr, and Handel 
make all his oratoria vibrate around 
that one chord—"He was wounded 
for our transgressions, bxuised for

of our earthly capitol, a monument 
forever and forever rising, and yet 
never done: "Unto Him who hath 
loved us and washed us from our sins 
in His own blood, and made us kings 
and priests 
forever.*'

THE SUN'S DESTINATION, 


More than o century ago Sir Wil- 


liam Herschel was able to fix rough- 
ly what we call the apex of the sun's 
w?y in space, or the point among 
th9 stars toward which that way is 
directed. Herschel found that a com- 
parison of old stellar 
observations 


s;emed to indicate that +he stars in 
a certain part of the sky wcr? open- 
ing' out, as it xvcie, and that the con- 
stellation in the opposite pait of the 
heavens seamed to be drawing in or 
becoming smaller. There can be but 
one reasonable explanation of this. 
We muse be moving toward that parl 
of the sky where the stars are sep- 
nating. Just so a man watching a 
regiment of soldiers approaching will 
see at first only a confused body of 
men. 
But as they come nsarn the 


individual soldieis will seem to sep- 
arata, until at length each one is 
seen distinct from all the others. 


Heischel fixed the position of the 


apex at a point in the constellation 
Hercules. The most recent investi- 
gations of Newcomb, published only 
a few months ago, have, 
on the 


whole, verified Herschel's 
conclu- 


sions. Later investigators have in- 
creased the precision of our knowl- 
edge, until we can now say that the 
present direction of the solar motion 
is known within vary narrow limits. 
A tiny circle might be drawn on the 
sky, to which an astronomer might 
point h;s hand and say: Yonder lit- 
tle circle contains the goal toward 


the sun and planets are has- 


tening today. 
Even the speed of 


this motion has been subjected to 
measurement and found to be about 
ten miles per second. 


The objective point and the rate 


of motion thus stated, exact science 
holds 
her 
peace. Here 
genuine 


knowledge stops; and we can proceed 
further only by the aid of that imag- 
ination whirh men of science need 
to curb at every moment. 


But let no one think that the sun 


will ever reach the so-called apex. 
To do so would mean cosmic motion 
on a straight line, while every con- 
sideration of 
celestial mechanics 


points to motion on a curve. When 
shall we turn sufficiently upon that 
curve to detect its bendingP It is 
a problem that we must leave as a 
rich heritage to generations that aie 
to follow u^. 
The visionary theo- 


rist's notion of a great central sun, 
controlling our own sun's way in 
space, must be dismissed as far too 


aring. But for ^uoh a central sun 
vo may substitute a central center 
f gravity, belonging to a great sys- 
em of which our sun if but an hi- 
ignificanl member. Then we reach

bushels to the acre, while the corn 
will yield from forty to fifty bushels. 
The hay crop is a good one, 


"The building 
improvements on 


the farm are worth perhaps $1,500. 
This allows $1,000 for the value of 
the residence and $500 for the barn, 
chicken house and other buildings. 
The farm is i*early square in shape, 
and in buying additions to the farm 
Mr. Bryan has had the choice of land 
surrounding the original JiUrcWse, 
The land is beautifully located, the 
residence being on a hill west of the 
Antelope creek bottoms. 
The land 


slopes toward the city, a fine view of ! 


Lincoln being afforded from almost 
every foot of the farm, Mr. Bryati 
bought the first five acres during his 
term in congress, and has since added 
to the original purchase, buying five 
acres at a time. 


"Many stories have been published

It is for the 
reason that we know not but that 
His plans do involve the event at no 
distant day that we should watch. 


There is a third reason why we 


should watch for Christ's coming. He 
may come for us 
before He shall 


come for all. When that may occur 
we cannot conjecture. Death end?

Spokane has the only sixty-dollar 


paper bill in United States currency 
known to be in existence.

printed, and at one side the words 
"Printed, Hall & Selers, 1778." At 
the bottom of the face is the signa- 
ture of some one in authority. The 
letters have so faded out that it is 
almost impossible to follow the char- 
acters. 
Some have imagined they 


could trace the signature of George 
Washington upon 
those lines, but 


others could not imagine 
what au- 


thority he had to distribute money 
at that date. 


The rare bill is the 
property of 


Otto Fiechtl of the Fieehtl quartet of 
the Coeur d'Alene. It was presented, 
to him at the Charleston earthquake 
in 1886 for the saving of an Irish- 
man's life. The open-hearted act of

While the disease of alcoholism is

which have so thoroughly 
demoral- 


ized the argument for total abstinence 
in the past, furnish a secure founda- 
tion for the total abstinence position 
if interpreted in the light of modern 
science. 


The reason for total abstinence i? 


not that all men who drink are drunk- 
ards8, for that is not true, nor t h a t 
mentnl or moral weakness is a cause of 
intemperance, for this' is so far from 
tiie t r u t h , t h a t the very brightest and 
best are among those afflicted. Here.

effectual stop to rioting and the peace 
and stillness of Sunday prevails in 
the entire anthracite field.

ceived. 


There are signs of wavering in the 


strikers' ranks, and especially in the 
Scrauton region, and i't is believed 
that unless there is an early settle- 
ment of the strike the men -will be- 
gin returning to work.

QTJIET AT SHENANDOAH. 


Shenaudoah, Pa., Sept. 22.—All is 


quiet here. No violence of any mo- 
ment has occurred since the rioting 
of yesterday afternoon which result- 
ed in the killing of two persons in 
the streets of this 
place 
and the 


serious Injury of a score of others. 


Troops began arriving soon after 


daylight and upward o.f 2,500 sol- 
diers are here ready for any emer- 
gency.

There does not seem to be a chnnce 
that the four missing1 members of 
:lie crew escaped. 


The Martin belongs to the Bradley 


estate, of Cleveland, had a gross ton- 
nage of 937, and is uninsured. 


PASSAGE IS OPEN.

CURIOUS TREES.

The "whistling tree," or acacia fis- 


tula, is found in Nubia and the Sou- 
dan. 
The Arabs cnll it "soffar," or 


pipe, because of the whistling sound 
that it produces, and the specific 
name of "fistula," a word nlso menn- 
ng pipe or flute, has been given it 
for the same reason. 
Insects infest 


the tree nnd deposit their eggs in its 
•hoots. 
A gull-like 
excrescence, 


about nn inch and n half in diameter, 


produced nt the bnse of the shoots, 


".nd when, the larvae hnve emerged 
'rom circular holes in the sides of 
:ho shoots the holes, plnyed upon by 
ho wind, produce a whistling sound 
3qual to that produced by n sweet- 
ened flute. 
The "cow tree" is so called because 


it yields nn abundant supply of milk. 
To obtain the milk deep incisions nre 
made in the tree, from which the 
fluid flows into vessels placed ready 
to receive it. 
This vegetable milk 


is white, somewhat viscid nnd hns 
nn agreeable ilnvor, nnd nn nnnlysis 
of it showy that it is very much like 
the milk of a cow in its composition. 
The cow tree grows on the slope of 
the mountain chain bordering- on 
Venezuela. 


The "cloth tree" is found at Ota- 


lieite in tho South sea. 
The bark is 


taken off in long; strips nnd put to 
sonk over night in running .water. 
The soaking softens it, EO that the 
inner fiebre may be easily separated 
from the rest of the bark. 
The fi- 


bers are put together in lengths of 
nbout eleven or twelve yards, nnd 
the lengths are placed side by side 
until they are at least twelve inches 
in width, and two or threee layers 
of fibers are put one upon another. 
The fibers adhere together in one 
piece, nnd the material thus formed 
is beaten ui)on a smooth piece of 
wood until it. becomes na thin as 
muslin. 
It is then bleached in the 


air for a time, when it as ready to 
be made up into clothing. 


The "stinging1 tree" of Queensland 


is pleasing to the eye but dangerous 
to the touch. 
Its effects are curi- 


ous; it causes great pain to the per- 
son or animal that hns the misfor- 
tune to yet stung by it, but it leaves 
no wound, no mark of any kind. And 
for months nftevwnrd the part stung 
is painful in rainy weather, or.when, 
in Rny way, it gets wet. 
Frequent- 


ly it is necessary to shoot horses nnd 
dogs that have been stung by the 
tree, so maddening- is its effect upon 
them. 


The "angry tree" grows In Nevada, 


Eastern 
California 
and Arizona. 


Wlieii. in the least disturbed this 
highly sensitive, tree shows its nn- 
ger by ruffling up its leaves and 
emitting a disagreeable odor.

Philo Norton .McGiffin 
was 


born in Washington, the county seat

west of the 
Allegheny mountains. 


He came of fighting: stock. 
His 


great-grniidfnther was a Scotchman 
by birth, who settled in 
America 


previous to the revolutionary war 
and took part in that strife on the 
side of the colonists. After the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwnllia nt York- 
town this soldier of liberty settled 
in western Pennsylvania. 
McGiffin's 


father wns a classmate of James G. 
Elaine at Washington and Jefferson 
college, wns a soldier in the Mexicnn 
v/nr, nnd led the first company from 
Washington county into the 
civil 


v/nr. 
He served during 
the four 


years of the lebellion and was mus- 
tered out a 
colonel 
of volunteers. 


Philo McGilfin wns born December 
13, I860, in the sheriff's house in 
Washington, his father 
being 
at 


that time 
sheriff 
of Washington 


county. 
It is said that ns a child 


he wns dreamy and imaginative niid 
would lie for hours curled up on n 
rug rending 01 listening to his sis- 
ter's music. 
The nmbition of his 


early boyhood wns "to travel, to see 
the sea, to be in a war," which nmbi- 
tion was Inter realized to his satis- 
faction. 
In 1875 he entered Wash- 


ington nnd Jefferson college nnd two 
years Inter he received an appoint- 
ment to Annapolis. 
His record at 


the naval academy \vns nn enviable 
one. 
He wns n brilliant scholar and 


stood fifth in the graduating class. 
While at Annapolis he saved two 
children from death 
by .fire, 
for 


which net lie received tha thanks of 
the secretary of the nnvy. 


He wns graduated from Annapolis 


in 1882, raid went on the customary 
two yer.rs' cruise, shipping on the 
United States 
ship Hartford, 
to 


Cnllao, Peru, and nas there trans- 
ferred, in the summer of 1883; to the 
Pensacola. At the expiration of this 
two years' trial voyage lie appeared 
for the final examination, which he 
passed successfully. While he wns 
on his preparatory cruise a bill was 
passed in congress authorizing the 
secretary of the navy to reduce tho 
force. 
McGiffin, with others, -was-de- 


clared to be'a surplus graduate and 
was honorably discharged from the 
navy with n year's pay. This politi- 
cal measure deprived the navy of tlio 
United States of one of the bravest 
men'that ever lived nnd' gave to the 
service of the Chinese the1 most In- 
trepid commander In 
their 
nnvnl 


service.' McOiflln 'never recovered 
from this blow:to his hope* and' am- 
bitions, aud In iiio will lie mado this 


request: "If I hnve a stone over my 
grave I wish on it this inscription: 
(A broken and contrite heart, 0 God, 
thou wilt not despise.' " 


There being- little chnnce of future 


employment in the sea snrvice of bis 
own country, McGiffin traveled about 
the world, and chanced 
to be in 


Chinn at the outbreak of the Franco- 
China war. Here wns an oppotunity 
that appealed to one.of his adven- 
turous disposition, nnd he at onca 
presented himself at the entrance of 
Li Hung Chang's palnce.

In a letter to his 
olntives, Cnptnin McGiffin gave his

.To state that human—Indeed, all 


animal life—is warfare, is but to re- 
itofafe an oft-repented proposition 
But it is amazing 'to reflect, i:i t!ie 
light of recent scientific investiga- 
tions, that even in'the primeval soli- 
tudes ot the tropical forest there is 
a continual battle going' on between 
the still life—Hreevdgainst tree, plant 
against plant, each and all striving 
ta attain life and success ag-ainst ad- 
verse influences, and 'at the expense 
of the other. 


James RoiUvjiy, the famous South 


American traveler, has communicated 
to the Smithsonian institution some 
remarkably interesting data showing 
the relations of vegetable life in the 
luxuriant forests of Quiana. 
This 


country is, above everything- else, 
famous for its varied and rampant 
forms of vegetable life. 
It abounds 


in magnificent timber trees, elegant 
palms, wonderful creeping, climbing 
and scrambling 
arums and stately j 


ines, 
enormous 


"All of these,'- says Mr. Rodway, 


"seem conscious that 'they have to 
struggle for existence and that the 
fittest only will survive. 
Here we 


have no forest of one species—in 
•which there appears to be something 
like combination—but every plant is 
an individual and as such strives 
with all its might to get ahead of its 
neighbor, no ma-tter how. 
Its whole 


aim find end IE to obtain a share of 
the bright sunlight which is co plen- 
teously bestowed, but nevertheless is 
so hnrd-to get at. 
As long as the 


individual succeeds it does not care 
what becomes of the others; every 
one for himself and the sunlight, the 
gold of the forest v/orld, for him who 
nut-r-trips the others—such is their 
motto.'' 


Myriads of forest denizens die in 


infancy. 


The seeds are distributed In all di- 


rections, come to be eaten by birds, 
others by quadruped and monkeys, 
while the vast majority are washed 
away by floods, or sicken find die in 
the lirst stage of babyhood.. A hun- 
dred may gurmiuate under one tree, 
but v;hat poor, puny things they are! 
They tiy their best to raise them- 
selves toward the light above their 
heads, hut without a sli-ire of that 
light they have no strength. 
Their 


seed leaves are almost colorlc=3, v/hilc 
their stems are sp fragile that they 
often break off by their own weight. 
One by one they fall and die.

succeeded in penetrating the canopy 
of the foliage, one of them becomes 
strong enough to get over its first 
difficulties.

The newspapers printed on the Con- 


tinent cf Europe almost ;i century 
pievinus contained 
advertisements. 


The oldest of these was found lately 
by n. student in the British museum 
library. 
The publication in which 


it was found dated 1591, although 


place of issue is not indicated. 


This oldest printed 
advertisement 


known is h-alf in prose and half In 
verse, and, like that previously men- 
tioned, is a "puff" for a sixteenth 
century work of literature. 


Venders of all binds of commodi- 


ties, however, soon came to perceive 
the value of the newspaper as an ad- 
vertising' msdium. In the year 1657 
a weekly newspaper was issued in 
England called the ''Pnblick Adver- 
tiser," which consisted almost en- 


ment!! of books were still- a promi- 
nent feature cf this early day adver- 
tising. 
Among the curious adver- 


tisements to be found of this time 
ai'Q the iinnouutjEinents of the then 
newly-started tea and coffee empori- 
ums. 


These now common beverages were

ments of the period at great length. 
The gi enter part of the advertise- 
ments of the day, however, related to 
fairs and ccck fights, burglaries and 
highway robberies, the departure of 
couches and *tngpp. and what would 
now probably come under the head 
of "Lost, strayed or stolen." 


The number of runaway slaves ad- 


vertised formed a striking feature of 
American newspapers up to the very 
abolition cf slavery. 
The "persiml 


notices" found in come papers of the 
present riiy were quite frequent in 
the papers of the last century. 
In 


that age the advertisement had be- 
come .1 medium for love-making, for- 
tune hunting, swindling, as well as 
all the needs nf a large community. 


In the initial issue of the first 


newspaper started in this country, 
the "Boston News Letter," is found a 
bid for advertising in the following 
rather crude form: 


"All persons who have any houses, 


lands, tenements, farms, ships, ves- 
sels, goods, waves or merchandise, 
etc., to be sold or let, or servants run 
away, or goods stole or ^ost, may 
have the same inssrted at the rea- 
aanaljle rata of twelve pence to five 
shillings, and not to exceed." 


The first daily newspaper printed 


in this country, the "Independent 
Gazette," of We.w York, in its second 
year of publication (1788) contained 
as many as thirty-four advertise- 
ments in a single issue. 


At the present time the American 


newspapers are, perhaps, the great- 
est advertising mediums in 
the 


world, although a marked advance 
has lately been made in foreign con- 
tinental periodicals.

While there are 
times when He employs in the Ilible 
the gentle dew and the morning 
cloud and tlie dove and the daybreak 
in the presentation of truth, we often 
find the iron chariot, the lightning, 
the earthquake, the spray, the sword 
and, in my text, .the razor... Tiiis 
keen-blade:! iiistruznen't has-advanc-- 
ed hi usefulness w;ith the .ages. In 
Bible times and lands the beard re- 
mained uncut, save in the periods of, 
mourning and humiliation, but ,tlie 
razor was always a suggestive sym- 
bol.

kings— first, Sennacherib, then Esar- 
haddon, and afterward 
Nebuchad- 


nezzar. 


SO MANY SWEEPS. 


These three sharp incisions that cut 


clown the glory of Judea, are com- 
pared to so lll'any sweeps of the razor 
across the face of the laud. And these 
devastations were called a hired ra- 
zor, ihecau.se God -took 'the king of 
Assyria, with .whom he had no sym- 
pathy, to do the work, and paid them 
in palaces and spoils and1 annexa- 
tions. These kings were hired to 
execute the divine behests. . And now 
the text, which 011 its first reading 
•may have seemed trivial or inapt, is 
charged with iinomeivtous 
import: 


"In 'the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a rasor 'that is "hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river,

Well, if God's judgments nre raz- 


ors, we hud better be careful how we 
use them on other people.

all. [But how recklessly some people 
wield the judments of God!

gant, or overreaching, or miserly. I

down!
